A number of survivors of the Corona 
reached tliia city to-day. They were 
i|uickly Hurroinided by a crowd of weep- 
ing men and women, all anxioiia to learn 
the fate of aoiiic loved one. The scene 
was indeed heart- rending, and atrong 
men were com|)elle(l to lurii aside their 
heads when some one, in answer to a 
ijUestioii, would ascertain that the one 
they eiKjuired for was among the lo,^t. 
Mrs. Henry Ulaiika waa on the Coroiia 
w-illi her .sister, Mra. Hull', and two 
children, en route to Columbia 
aa iiiiaseiigeis, .She saya : "I 
was standing, in company with 
my sister, with my youngest chihl in my 
arms, in the rear of the boat's cabin, 
when the explosion occurred. A ehani- 
bernittid came running to us with a life 
preserver, which we fastened on. Fin- 
ally we got into a life-boat which had 
been successfully launched, but we 
hardly had been seated when the boat 
was swamped, throwing ua all into the 
river, I, with niy three year-old child 
on one arm, held on to a piece of wreck- 
age until one of the .St. Louis boats came 
and saved ua. I told the child, 
'Hold tight, daughter ; tlod will .save 
us.' Of my sister, Mrs. Hull', I saw no 
more after our boat capsized." Mrs. 
Blank's little six-year-old boy was blown 
into tho air by the explosion, but was 
also saved. Capt, Sweeney stated that 
the whole came so suddenly that he 
hardly had time to see auythiiig. Capt. 
Blanks, who was sitting in a liarber's 
chair, waa liurled through the cabin roof 
uiid instantly killed.

upon him in - Switzerland last summer. 
Mr. Coates had been completing' hia 
studies in Germany, and last August, 
with (leo. D. Mumford, of New York, 
was travelling in .Switzerland. The two 
men journeyed to Berne, and on the 
train met a couple of otb.;r Americana. 
When Berne was reached all four took a 
drive and returned to the depot in the 
afternoon to catch the train for Inter- 
lukcn. While standing there, C'oaies 
heard his name called, and looking 
round he saw hia new acquaintances 
being arrested by an olKcer. One of 
them said, "Mr. Coates, what is the 
matter with this fellow ? He must be 
dpink." Knowing they did, not speak 
Oerniau, Coates asked the officer what 
lie wanted, but was told to come along, 
too. Mumford was arrested at the 
same time, and all four were taken into 
a small room, with a glass door opening 
upon the'.pIatfo'rmii^l'Th'ere they were 
kejit for two hours for the public to 
look at. The detective would give no 
reason for tho arrest.

The Anti-tlesuit agitators in the East 
denounce the Protestant con\mittee of 
the Council of Public Instruction of 
Quebec because at one of its late meet- 
ings it has agreed to accept, coudition- 
ully, the sixty tluiusand dollars granted 
to Protestant education in the .Jesuits 
Kstates Act. The condition is one that 
shows that they had no scrnples in 
taking the nioney. It merely intimates 
that the eonuniltee shall have it all, 
uiid that it shall be at its own disposal. 
This is tlie resolution as quoted by the 
Montreal Urancb Xo. 1 of the Equal 
Rights .Association : 

"That the §00,000 Jesuit grant to 
Protestants be accepted on condition 
that the trust be restored and that the 
(lovernmeut will allow unrestricted con- 
trol of the principal as well as interest." 

The As.sociation protests ag.iinst the 
action of the committee "as compromis- 
ing the interests of the Protestants." 
The obnoxious resolution was moved by 
the Rev. William J. .Shaw, professor of 
the Wesloyan College of Montreal, anil 
seconded by Arcbileacon Lindsay. Pro- 
fessor .Shaw, in a letter to llie Montreal 
Witness, says : "1 proposed to give a 
definite reply that we would accept 
upon certain conditions, the principal 
one of which was the restoration of cer- 
tain guaruitces in favor of suporior edu- 
cation pronounced etVete in the recent 
consolidation of the statutes of Quebec." 

The Professor replies to the tierce on- 
slaughts of the critics of the Committee 
mildly but firndy. Their denunciations 
do not seem to discompose him in the 
least. Uc, and the other members of 
ihe Comndttee, did what they believed 
to be their duty and they are very far 
from admitting that they have in the 
slightest degree betrayed the interests 
of tho Protestants of the Province. He 
and his colleagues had been accused of 
playing into the bands of the Provin- 
cial prender. 'J'his is how he rci>lied to 
that accusation: 

".So far from being in eolbision with 
the Premier, I may .say that whetlier lie 
will oornply with our strongly reiternted 
i cqueat I cannot tell. One thing 1 know, 
that In the interests of peace ami har- 
mony 1 earnestly hope he will. If the 
(iovonnnunt shows at this juncture a 
euiicilialory disposition to meet our 
wishi!S and if it restores the guarantees 
in favor of siipcrioi' edneation in this 
I'riivinci^ lis lla'y were before the pass- 
ing of the .lesnils' l';states Act, 1 think, 
under such eireumstauees, if we in this 
Province perpetuate the evils of racial 
and religious st rife we are bringing a 
lasting reproach upon Protestantism, 
however sincere we nuiy be. Men like 
the Ilisbop of Qne))ec, ,Sir William Daw- 
son, Dr. Ifenekei-, Dr. Henniiig, Dr. 
Cornish, -Mr. .Masten, Dr. Cameron, 
Archdeacon Lindsay, Dr. Weir and Dr. 
KneelaiKl, all of whom were present ut 
the meeting, are not the men to betray 
the inqiort.inl interests conunitted to 
thoin. If they have not ut heart the 
best interests of Protestant education in 
this Province, who has ?" 

How the news of the oonunittue's ac- 
tion was received in Ontario, tho seat 
of tho anti-.Jesuit agitation, may be 
gleaned from the following extraut from 
an article in the 'i'oronto Telegr.un, 
lieadeil " 'I'lKiy lake the .Shilling:" 

Prolestant membeis of the Coimeil 
of Public inslruilioM have decided to 
become sharers with the .lesuits in Ihe 
proceeds of a politic d ini(|uily. Their 
willingness to accept the .■?l)0,0(M) ollered 
by the Merciiw ( iovci nmi^nt pai tially 
di.sarins the op|)onerits of the .lesuits 
Kstates Act. Thi; action of theii- repre- 
sentatives must be l ecognized as a voice 
for the feelings of (,>uebec Protestants. 
Their acceptance! of bush money from 
the unthor.s of a legislative criini! is a 
finality the influence of which eaniKit bit 
argued away. 

"A down-trodden minority repicsent- 
ed by gentlemen whose righteous indig- 
nation can Iji! (luieted by cash does not 
excite sympathy. Xor is it the bus- 
iness of Ontario people to battle in bc- 
liulf of oo-religiouists who will allow 
their blood-bought rights to be invaded 
so long a.s the invaders compensate the 
wronged victims of oppression for any 
injury done to their feelings. 

" Ontai io has not now a clear title to 
the specilic linancial evil involved in the 
allowance of Lhc.lcsuit bill. The action 
of the C'oimcil of Public Instruction de- 
prives tin' a;^italion ol its visible founda- 
tion in Protestant hostility lo the bill, 
it leaves the I'lijual Kiglits cin.saders 
\ itiioni 11 license loappe.o' as thei'liam- 
1 ions of the oppressed nnnorily. They 
do not hold a brief foi- <,'ucbe<: Protest- 
lints wlioht! nmehasccl silence must be 
tukun as an imlicatimi of contentment 
with tho conditions that clothe a church 
in tho power of a jiolitical dictator." 

Hut tho 'J'lilegram does m)t, as tho 
reader woulil naturally expect, counsel 
Onl:iri"nH to abandon an agitation in 
behalf of a people who ar e nnconseions 
ofthewrmigH which lliey suHer, and 
oarelosa of tho riglits which they ought 
to exercise. I'lut ugitation nmst be con- 
tluiiud in spite of tho uputliy and the 
VMuUty of tho ProtnHtttnlJi of Qn«b«o. 



Our neighbors aoross the border seem 
to expect great benefits from the "Pan- 
American Congress," us they cull it. 
They hope to gain commercial advan 
tages on this continent in some other 
way than by adopting a liberal commer 
cial policy. If they can prevail upoi 
tho Central and South American conn 
tries to disoritninato in their favor thoy 
will be able to compete with tho Uritisli 
lli'rman and other European nations in 
Southern markets. 

Do they stop to enijuire how'it la they 
caiuiot hold their own in these Amcri 
can markets now ? , European nation 
have no advantages Which are not witi 
in their reach. They have, in fad 
neographical advantages over the 111 
lions of Europe which they do not know 
how to use. Neither England nor Gor 
many, their most greatly drcu<tcd com 
jictitors, enjoys treaty u(lv,.titage3 with 
the South American states and Mexico, 
yet they nearly monopolize the trade ol 
tho.se countries. How is it that the 
merchant shipping of the United .States 
has almost entirely disappeared from 
the ocean, ami that the carrying trade 
between the - Uuited.Statesand all for 
eigii countries is chiefly done by foreigi 
vessels? Are the iirrangements lobe 
niailc with the .South American .States tc 
revive the American abipping trade in 
some ndrucnlous manner "J There 
is a legitimate way by whi( 
tho United States may get its 
l)roportionate share of the America 
M ade, but that is precisely the way 
will not adopt. Itisaver.se toaliWridi 
enlightened trade i)olicy. Tho counner 
cial ideas of the average Amorican are 
hopelessly narrow. ■ ike labors un<lci 
the impression that any odvantag 
which the foreigner "gaiiis by trading 
with the States is a loss to him nn< 
fellow citizens. He cannot bo brougl 
to understand that ft trade may I 
nuitu:tlly profitable. He is ready to 
to the foreigner, bufc he is very shy 
about buying. He objects to permitting 
commodities of foreign production to 
enter his country. They mu.st pay a 
heavy toll before they are admitted. 
He has barred his doors against the 
foreigner, and yet he wonders why the 
l.ireigner does not visit him oftener to 
purchase his wares. Let Jonathan take 
ilown the barriers or make them reason- 
ably low, and he will have no occasion 
lo call Pan-American Congresses to en- 
deavor lo make paper treaties and dip- 
lomatic arrangements supply the place 
of a reasonable trade policy.

We lind, however, that 
the local courts have raised the fine for 
exposing diieased meat for sale from 
twenty senla to five dollurs. The time 
ve have no doubt, not far distant 
when there will be 011 the slufl' of every 
civic guvcrnmont, small as well as large 
n ofiicial competent lo examine and 
pronounce upon the animals killed at 
the slatighter-liouses and the meat in 
the butchers' stalls. The sale of meat 
known lo bo diseased should be every 
where treated as a serious oft'ence and 
punished severely. ' , :!','■?

Mexican steiiirier off the route, depriv- 
ing .San Franfcis<x)-'of about; $6,(XX) a 
month that she' had been' acbustonied to 
pend here, and preventing the con- 
itruciing of another ship yr\aii\i the 
owners intended to have built in one of 
.lur shipyards, and Mr. Windoin ronst 
be presumably happy." 

Another result uf killing foreign com- 
petition was raising the rates of freight, 
.wine three hundred and fom- hundred 
|>er cent. In this way tla; Secretary's 
policy not only <lepi i\i'd tlii^ .Mexican 
steambiial owni'rs of their hiisiiicss but 
compelled American sliippiMs to pay 
three thnea as much for freight as they 
did when there was foreign competition, 
llie American merchants were robbcil 
to support tho American steamboat 
Mionopoly, and this is what .Secretary 
Windoiji and those who lliink as be 
dues, call piuleetiiig .Aiiici-ican tradi' ! ! 
W'e noticed a few ilay.s ago what the 
.\le.\icans thought of the ini|>o»ition of 
the duty on the- leod contained in the 
■lilver ore iriiporlcd into the United 
Stales, and bow they retaliated. This 
is the kind of policy which it is hoped 
lo eiirc by a little bluriioy and lavish 
iltentions to tho South American reprc- 
■lentatives who attend the Congress. 

W'e see that one of Ihe benefits which 
it is hopeil to giiin by llie mrgolialioiiH 
if tho Congress is " a CDinnion silver 
coinage." Does this iiuinn an attempt 
to impose the United .Slali s' trade dob 
lar, worth seventy cents or .so, on the 
South and Central Americana as an 
equivalent for the standard gold dollar, 
worth one hundred ceuts. This little 
ichome is exposed in an Anierieun news- 
paper. It seems that the balance of 
trade in favor of I lie Ain()i i<;au nations 
«hi) are to lake part in the ('(ingress is 
sonielhiiig more than S.-|U,0O(),00O. If 
ihiM lonld be jiaid In silverdollursworth 
scvi'iity cents or so each, tlio Ainorlcans 
wouhl have discovered a now m\y to 
pay old debts; but when the South 
Americans want to pay their debts in 
Kurope or the interest on tlicni with 
those dollars, they M'oiiUl find that they 
had been badly sold. 

Jhit the South Amerienim are pretty 
shrewd business men, and the Central 
Amerinans and Mccicana know perfeully 
well how. to make a bargain. They will 
not be cajoled into gnuiting special 
favors w ithout receiving n (pild proipio,

A Kyatery of Uuunt Dyctitan in the C'uu- 
caius Cleariil Uji' 

^A"y«Mir ago^'lnst mnnlndr W. F.* Don- 
kin and H. Fo.\, ivilli their Swiss 
guides, loat their lives in the Caucaaus. 
The tragedy excited atlenlioii because 
Mr. Uonkin was the greatest photo- 
grapher of glacial scenery. 'I'here was 
much uncertiiiiitj' us to liow the acci- 
dent occurred, and it was even rumored 
that the party had been killed by na- 
tives. Tu clear up the mystery, .Mr. 
Dent, uruaiileiit of the Britiah Alpine 
club, three other genth men and their 
Alpine guides, visited th : Caueaaus this 
summer, and, thougli it wa.s iniposaible 
for them to recover the hoilics, they 
found beyond doubt lioiv the tragedy 
occurred. The , niountain wliich the 
totiriata ascended was kuowii, :iii(l Mr. 
Dent and his friends found <ni a ledge of 
rock 14,000 feet above tlie sea the last 
bivouac ol the party. On the brow of 
a precipice were found the travelers' 
sleeping bags, provisions and some in- 
struments. Mr.. Fox's diary wiis dis- 
covered, and in: Jthe last entry it yma 
said that the^pdrty'^inteaded that day to 
continue tlio'nscent of Mount Dychtan. 

It was then quite clear that the acci- 
dent occurred while the jiarty was 
traversing the formidable ridge leading 
to the peak of Dycht^iu. It could only 
be pa.ssed by meiuis.bf snow coyered 
ledges iilotiing down to the face of the 
preci]iioen. On one of the ledges the 
8I10U- doubtless slipped, carrying the 
chmljers with it over the precipice 
thoiisauds of feet below, and burying 
them beyond all jiosaibility of recovery

When tlic case of Charles Tike, mat 
of the Hritisb bark Caiiielot, cliarged 
with refuaiiig to obey lawful orders, 
was called in the Provincial court yes 
terday morning, tho accused instantly 
replied "Here." He was represented 
by counsel, Mr. A. L. Belyea, and was 
quite ready to fuee the charge against 
him. The prcsecutor, Capt. Murphy, 
was not present, however, nor were any 
of the wilneflsos belonging to the Came 
lot's crew who had been Bunmioned to 
give evidence for the defence. Mr. J. 
P. Walls, who hod represented the 
prosecution when the case was opened, 
luformed tbe court that he no longer 
appeared in the action 

An e^iplanatioh of tim strange st-ato of 
affairs was'obtained when it was un 
imunced that during the night the bark 
had sailed for Australia, leaving the 
first mate lieliiiid under' arrest upon 
very serious charge of broken diHciplinc. 
As no reason was offered for his deten- 
tion the magistrate disiiussed the case 

Having been subjected to kiss of time, 
wrongful iniprisnnnient aud other dam 
age, the male intends representing tbe 
matter to the Department of Marine at 
Ottawa, from whom he expects to ob- 
tain a passage to .Sydney, N. S. W., tin 
destination of the bark to which he was 
duly articled.

Yesterday aflernoon the ])resi.Icm.. 
Mr. Robt. Ward, called tliii ie.,'ii!!" 
quarterly nieoting of the B. 0. lloard ui 
'irade to order, aliout? twenty momberH 
being present. 

'I'he minutes of the last meeting hav- 
ing been fead and adopted, the routine 
busuiess .was commenced by reading tho 
following 

COMMDNIOATtONS : 

I'^-om the Uoswell Board of Trade of 
Xew Mexico, asking particulars con- 
cerning land laws, etc., and asking the 
chaitces of live, energetic men in this 
country. Referred U> tho immigration 
department and secretary of the ubard. 

From Hon. .lustice Drake, tendering 
his rcaignation as he could not ho a 
member while a judge. Accepted. 

Fi'om K. ('. Bakei*! iJiv reference 
to thu calling of '^-'tbe ^GhtnK^.atieani- 
ers at this )iort. BecdiVeaiina'M'd. 

From Captain _ John, .'Irvirigj'.in'refcr- 
enco to the faol;^;' that;- American vessels 
were allowed to load at different land- 
ings on tho Fiuser river, taking in cargo 
at the canneries for foreign ports. This, 
ho pointed out, was dctrimcntid to 
steamer owners of the province. Ho 
also showed that the custom authorities 
had allovt'cd American vessels to load at 
dilVerent canneries on the Skeenu river. 
This, if legal, left no protection to 
steamer owners licrc. 

Tli(! piesiilciil askeil (.'apt. Irving to 
exiilaiu lo tin- bo.iril the whole luiUire of 
the coiiqilaiut, Lliat they could under- 
stand the matter fully. 

Capt. Irving, while sure the letter 
was explicit, aaid he would read from 
an American copy of customs orders is- 
sued by the U. .S. treaBury authorities 
dealing with tranabipiiieiit of freight 
over Canadian lines and restricting such 
traiiahipiiieut by imposing duty on all 
goods haiuUed by Canadian vessels, but 
not on American carried freight. lie 
pointed out that the .Michigan handled 
Canadian goods aud discharged them at 
dillerent ports alouj^ tho coast. 

Capt. Wurren said it was virtually 
coa.sting. 

The President aaid that it was cvi- 
ilent that U. S. customs laws were very 
rigidly eufiu'ccd. more so than on this 
side. He hardly thought that the work 
could be called coasting, as the steamers 
eoniplained of came there with freight 
for diHorent parts and diachaiged it at 
those ports; be did not think it illegal, 
but if those steamers picked up freight 
at dillerent ports, it was certainly 
wrong, and would in all likelihood re- 
ceive the earnest attention of the gov- 
ermiient. 

A resolution was iiut and carried to 
the efl'ect that tho Hon. Minister of Ma- 
rine and customs authorities be notified 
of the state of atlairs which e.xistcd at 
present aud that notice be taken of it iu 
the interests of home trade. and:that the 
customs regulations be firmly and fairly 
carried out. 

The matter of closing Port-< Simpson 
as a [lort of entry came up, and it was 
shown that its usefulness as an open 
liort was past, it being only handy to 
American vessels, who entering there 
could take trade from Cauadian vessels. 
It was shown thi^t no Canadian; vessels 
had entered or cleared there for some 
time. The port v\'as of no value to the 
country. 

('apt. Irving explained the fact thai 
Port vjimpson was, as a ^lort of. entry, 
only utilized' by American'- vessels, 
greatly to the hurt of Canadian vessels. 
He expkined how it came that Fort 
Wran^el was closed by ' the Americans 
in their interests. 

A resolution was put and carried that 
the Minister of ("ustoms be asked to 
give the matter hia careful attention, 
and if he found that that tho utility of 
Fort Siinpaun was nor calcnlat<Ml lo be 
to tho interests of Canadian shipping, 
he bo pleased to close it as a port of 
entry. 

TIIK OKIK.VT .STKASIEIIS. 
The president drew attention to the 
fact that several elVorta had been made 
to compel the China steamers to call at 
this port. He would read to the board 
another minute, which was more de- 
cided in its terms than previous ones.
